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CONSTITUTION OP 
BARROWPIELD COMMUNITY SCHOOL 

NAME The name of the group shall be Barrowfield Community 
School (hereinafter referred to as the school). 

AIMS The aims of the school shall be to promote and encourage 
the following objects by charitable means but not 
otherwise 

1 . The provision of facilities for recreation or other 
leisure time occupations in the interests of social 
welfare within the meaning of theRecreational Charities 
Act 1958 for the benefit of the inhabitants of Barrowfiel 
(hereinafter called the area of benefit) with the object 
of improving the conditions of life of the inhabitants 

of the areq of benefit. 

2. The advancement of education among the inhabitants of th^ 
area of benefit, including (but without prejudice to 

the generality of the foregoing) the establishment and 
provision of a school and the maintainence and manage™^ 
of such a school. 

3. The relief of poverty among the inhabitants of the are^ 
benefit. 

AND IN FURTHERANCE OF THE ABOVE MENTIONED PURPOSES 
BUT NOT OTHERWISE 

4. To provide education for the children of school age re~ ‘ 
in Barrowfield (which is universally recognised as a 
deprived area). 

5. The education shall be related to the individual needs, 
interests and vocational aspirations of the children-, 

6. To encourage both children and parents to take 
responsibility in the educational process. 

7. To stimulate interest locally in a wider range of 
community initiatives. 

MEMBERSHIP Membership shall be open to parents and children of 
school age resident in Barrowfield subject to any 
limitation of numbers that may be found necessary. 

MEETINGS The Annual General Meeting of the school shall be held 
on or about the first day of September of each year to 
receive the Committee’s Report and Audited Accounts 
and to elect Officers and Members of the Committee.
